Secretary.  Kev.  I.  T.  Tichenor  was  elected  2d  Vice  I'resident,  and 
Ivev.  J.  G.  Nash  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  in  place  of  W. 
Iloriibiuklo,  deceased,  and  all  the  remaining  ofjicers  wore  re-elected.  The 
Introductory  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  llev.  J.  U.  Ilawlhorne.  'I'he 
Convention  approved  of  the  proposiiioii  in  the  Keport  of  ilic  Hoard  of 
Trustees  of  Howard  College,  to  otfer  gratuitous  instruction  to  disabled 
Confederate  soldiers.

Your  Comuiitt'^o  would  st!i;f;est  the  necessity  of  llio  Pstalilishmont  of 
a  Board  of  five,  at  bomo  Huitaiile  place,  whose  duty  it  shall  bo  to  em- 
ploy and  send  out  agents  to  build  up  Sunday  Schools  throughout  tho 
State,  and  to  supply  these  agents  with  all  suitable  books,  and  oiher 
things  iieceH>--ary  for  their  work,  and  tho  immediate'  a{ijH)ii)tment  of  a 
special  committee  to  nominate  the  members  of  said  Board.

ive Associations,  and  to  Associations  and  Churches,  tho  desirableness  of 
sending  ])elegates  to  the  next  anniversary  of  this  body.

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ns  tliou,  Father,  art   in    ino  aiiJ  I  in  then,  llmt  llioy  ulso  rnay  be  one  in- 
us:  llnil  the  world  may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  mo."  I

ON  KELIGIOUS  INSTllUCTION  OF  THE  COLOKED  Pt:OPLE. 

The  special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  lieport  of  the 
Committee  on  the  IJeligious  Instruction  of  the  Colored  People,  togeti.er 
with  insti  notions  on  the  subject  of  their  report,  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
t'ollowing  : 

1.  AV,v')//r(/,  That  the  Churches  of  Christ  having  no  legitimate  con- 
nection with  the  State,  should  remain  unchanged  by  the  rcsult^<  of  po- 
litical revolutions,  except  in  so  far  us  these  may  ojion  up  new  fields  of 
usefulness,  or  as  furnishing  inducements  for  renewed  and  increased 
Cliristian  ellort. 

'2.  That  the  ehai^getl  political  status  of  our  late  slaves  does  not  neces^i- 
tate  any  change  in  their  relation  toour  churches;  and  while  wo  recog. 
i.i/t»  their  right  to  withdraw  from  our  churches  and  form  organizations 
.of  their  own,  we  nevertheless  believe  that  their  highest  good  will  be 
subserved  by  their  maintaining  their  present  relation  to  those  who 
know  theui,  who  love  them,  and  who  will  labor  for  the  promotion  of 
their  welfare.  I 

•'I.  Tliat  the  condition  of  our  colored  population  appeals  very  strong.' 
ly  to  the  sympathy  of  every  christi m  heart,  and  demands,  at  the  hands 
of  alt  who  love  the  Saviour,  renewed  exertions  f'or  their  moral  and  reli- 
gious improvement;  and  to  this  end  we  would  recommend  the  tstab- 
lishment  i>f  Sunday  Schools,  the  providing  for  them  the  preached  gos- 
pel, and  the  adoption  o(  all  practical  aj^pliances  NNhich  will  tend  to  ame- 
ru>rate  their  condition,  attd  induce  them  to  become  eharers  iti  a  com- 
nu>n  salvation.  \V.  P.  Chiltox,  Chairman.

1>N    DOMESTIC  MISSIONS. 

^  our  CiMnmittee  on  Oomestie  Missions  was  appointed  last  year,  but 
wort»  not  nwnro  th.it  the  duty  had  been  assigned  them  until  yesterday 
eve.  This  provotJta  inetu  fnMn  ollering  such  a  report  as  the  importance 
of  the  subject,  ospovM.-iUy  in  view  of  the  present  ci>ndition  of  the  coun- 
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try,  so  imperatively  demands.  No  one  will  deny  that  it  'm  the  first 
duty  of  a  christian  people  to  furnish  the  (iospel  to  tl<e  perishinfj  around 
them.  At  this  peculiar  juncture,  our  responsihililies  to  the  desliiute 
of  our  population  is  incalculably  frreat.  No  fuld  is  more  important  or 
inviting  than  that  of  Domestic  Alissions.  We  have  easy  access  to  mul- 
titudes of  our  race  who  arc  blinded  by  tho  pod  of  this  world,  and  who 
are  rapidly  sinkinj^  into  darlsuoss  and  ruin.  Our  relationship,  by  jioliti- 
cal  as  well  as  religious  lies,  to  this  class  (tf  our  population,  whelher 
white  or  colored,  indicates  our  duty  and  urges  us  to  its  |>erfortnance. 

Hut  while  this  is  true,  our  position  is  one  replete  with  dilliculty. — 
Never  has  the  mind  of  man  exhibited  the  ititensc  and  absorbing  action 
which  diaracterizes  the  age  in  which  we  li"e.  (iraiid  inllconces  arc 
abroad  in  the  land,  and  they  are  jostling  and  contending  with  each  other. 
I'nhappily,  all,  or  much  of  this  energy  and  action,  is  umlcr  the  control 
of  a  "down-pulling  demon,"  whose  object  seems  to  bo  to  destroy  what- 
ever is  lovely  and  of  good  rept)rt  in  our  midst,  without  substituting  any- 
thing valuable  in  its  stead.  Now,  how  are  these  contending  and  jarring 
agencies  to  be  controlled  and  sanctifi.d,  and  made  subs-ervicnt  to  the  cause 
of  Christ  in  th^  salvation  of  men  ? 

The  answer  is  obvious.  We  must,  for  Zion's  sake,  have  a  missionary 
corps  in  the  field,  not  only  of  deep  and  ar<lent  piety,  but  of  almost  un- 
erring wisdom,  foresight  and  power.  We  need  men  of  wdl-balanced 
and  cultivated  minds,  full  of  zeal  and  the  Holy  (Jhost,  to  represent  us 
in  ihcKC  fields  of  our  benevolent  operations.  It  is  olivious  that  it  will 
be  no  easy  tavk  to  secure  the  services  of  such  men,  nor  will  it  bo  less 
didicult,  in  the  impoverished  condition  of  our  churches,  to  furnish  the 
rcfjuisite  means  to  sustain  them  in  the'r  laltors.  Thus  wo  see  the  dan- 
gers by  which  we  are  environed.  If  we  content  ourselves  with  some 
sickly,  ill-directed  elfort  to  arre«t  thc^-e  evils,  the  cause  of  evangelical 
religion  will  go  down  m  our  midst,  and  our  churches  will  sink  into  iiri- 
becility  and  ruin. 

What,  then,  is  our  duty  in  the  present  emfrgency  ?  Tliis  is  n  s<d- 
emn  inquiry,  and  your  Coirmittco  would  h'l  gratified  if  they  could  give 
it  an  elaborate  and  wcll-considere<l  answer.  This  they  are  now  unable 
to  do,  but  they  would  take  the  liberty  of  su'jgc  siing  whether  it  wo\dd 
not  bo  wise  to  urge  the  I)r>mestic  Mission  Hoard  of  the  Southern  bap- 
tist Convention,  to  secure  the  services  of  a  few  of  our  most  experienced 
ministers  as  evangelists.  Let  it  i>e  their  duty  to  visit  our  churches — 
disintegrated  and  almost  destroyed  by  the  cruel  war  which  has  b«cn 
waged  against  us — and  strive  to  arouse  them  to  a  sense  of  the  obliga- 
tion resting  upon  thorn  in  reference  to  this  great  work. 

But  the  fjuestion  recurs  again  :  Have  we  the  pecuniary  ability  '"or 
ovc.i  this  much  ?  Vour  Committee  are  persuaded  that  the  (juest.on 
may  be  answered  in  tho  afiirmative.  Were  the  spirit  which  pervaded 
the  Church  after  tho  day  of  Pentecost,  prevalent  in  the  hearts  of  (iod's 
people  now,  the  Board  might,  in  a  short  lime,  adopt  the  language  (.f 
Moses,  and  say:  "Tho  people  bring  much  more  than  enough  for  the 
service  of  the  work  Ahich  tho  Lord  commanded."  Let  this  spisil  ani- 
mate the  hearts  of  those  in  our  churches  whojstill  hold  a  little — it  may 
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bo  ft  very  litllc — of  the  abundftiico  whicli  (JoJ  onco  confidod  to  ihtir' 
huiids,  mill  nil  would  bo  tmy.  Let  tliis  Hpiril  of  Clirihlian  libcndily  bo' 
ooiipb'd  wiih  oiuiu'st  prnyor  for  llio  blcssiii)^  of  (iod  in  tin)  iH'diIm  of 
tlio  Hourd,  and  idl  llio  powtTs  of  viwiU  iiiid  lirll  oombiiK^d  could  not 
rcluid  llio  proj;ri"ss  of  our  ruturuiii;,'  prospi'iiLy.  Tlnit  Hyslcm  of  doo' 
irino  and  praoiico  by  which  wo  aro  dirjliiii^uisluui,  in  ii.s  Hovirt'  bul  biiii- 
plo  iniiji'sly,  would  bo  revived  in  our  clyirihcH  ;  and  it  in  innlinct  with 
oti-rnal  life;  it  \h  llio  (ioaptd,  which  is  iho  "power  of  God,"  and  which 
ho  1ms  proinisod  to  bless  ibr  the  jnoral  renovation  of  the  vvoiM.  Thus 
becoming  woikors  to>,'etlicr  with  (iod  in  this  blcsHcd  cntorprisp,  our 
moHscngcn  of  gooil  tidings  would  bo  niulliplied.  They  would  run  to 
and  fro,  and  knowledge  would  bo  increased  in  tho  land  until  the  whole 
earth  would  be  full  of  the  knowledge  of  tho  Lord,  as  tho  waters  cover 
llio  sea.

'J'lir.t  in  the  iibMencc  of  the  usual  iiilbrmalioii  in  regard  t()  ihn  ooiiditioii, 
liabiliticM,  Ac,  i/f  tho  Foreign  JJnard,  wo  can  (embody  no  fa-lM  of  inter- 
out  to  the  Gnnveiitioii.  We  (Mill  only  Ntale  in  general  lerms  that,  du- 
ring th"  l"l''  wai,  the  Hoard  found  it  neeeNHiiry  to  boriow  money  In 
ICuiopo  to  NiiHlaln  its  mlHuions.  And  whilo  Iho  prcNcnL  impoveriHlied 
ooiidilion  of  our  churchoH  utterly  forbids  our  rendering  any  adecjuato 
material  aid,  wo  novortholess  feel  it  to  bo  a  duty  and  a  j<rivilege,  as  a 
conslilutional  mombor  of  the  Southern  IJjplist  Convention,  to  picdgo 
,  to  that  liourd  our  relative  amount  of  its  responsibilities,  so  soon  as  our 
circumstances  will  justify.  The  last  ftccounts  froih  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sionaries were  encournging,  and  the  Board  is  now  engaged  in  prosecu- 
ting its  work  with  vigor  and  success.  The  Kentucky,  Missouri  and 
Maryland  Baptists  are  now  supplying  our  lack  of  service  with  uncom- 
mon liberality.  Wo  recommend  the  adoption  of  tho  following  reso- 
lutions : 

1st.  Thit  we  recognize  our  obligations  to  the  Foreign  Board  to  meet 
our  |>roportion  of  its  outstanding  obligations  so  soon  as  God  shall  so 
prosper  us  as  to  place  it  in  our  power. 

2d.  That  wo  hail  with  uncommon  satisfaction,  and  afi  an  indication 
of  the  Di\inc  favor,  tho  prompt  and  generous  responses  which  have 
coiv-o  up  to  the  Foreign  and  Domestic  Mission  Boards  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  from  tho  churches  of  Missouri,  Kentucky  and  ^la- 
ryland,  in  this  day  of  our  common  calamity.

I'Miioation  i-itho 
priceless  jowcl.coDijiarod  with  whieli  the  jioM  of  earth  is  as  the  Niniiil  tlitsi 
of  tlio  l)alaiieo.  Its  true  value  never  ehaie.v'H.  Ifs  title  is  uiiaU'eetc  1  l)y 
the  casualties  of  time,  We  regret  the  misfortunes  \vhi(>h  have  Nudissi- 
pated  tho  means  which  we  had  prixMired  for  educaJonal  purjxises,  \n\\ 
we  may  even  now  rejoice  that  misfortune's  rulhhss  hand  cannot  change 
our  purpose.  Our  purpose,  in  former  days,  was  to  do  all  we  cnuld  lor 
this  nol)in  cause.  Let  it  be  still  tho  same,  and  success  will  crown  our 
efforts.  It  may  be  that  an  all-wise  Trovidenco  intends  to  teach  us  how 
to  place  a  true  estimate  on  education,  and  if  wo  learn  this  lesson 'in  the. 
school  of  adversity,  it  will  be  knowledge  cheaply  gaintd.  A  proper 
conception  of  its  pricidess  value,  and  corresponding  efforts,  will  procuro 
tho  means  to  attain  the  end.

Fron\  tho  report  of  tho  Trustees  of  Howard  C(dlege  it 
appears  that  this  iniportant  Baptist  interest  of  Alal)ama  is  in  a  most 
languishing  condition,  and  tho  alternntivo  is  forced  upon  us  of  abandon- 
ing tho  enterprise  or  of  making  a  vigorous  ofH^rt  to  resuscitate  its  fallen 
fortunes.  Brethren,  our  College  must  not  be  snflercd  to  perish.  The 
labor.s,  sacrifices  and  generosity  displayed  in  past  years  to  found  and 
establish  this  Institution,  must  not  be  forgotten  or  allowed  to  prove  an 
abortion.  Those  efforts  have  yielded  some  fruit,  but  we  must  see  that 
they  result  in  greater  good  to  tho  Master's  cause.  Tho  buildings  of 
the  C(  liege,  with  appropriate  furniture  and  valuable  apparatus,  must 
not  bti  thrown  away,  but  must  bo  employed  in  tho  work  of  educating 
'4  the  yoimg  men  of  the  State  for  usefulness  and  honor.     The  fund    must

ON  THE   STATE  OF  IJELKJION. 

Your  Committee,  instructed  to  report  on  the  State  of  Keligion,  sub- 
mit the  following: 

Were  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  appointed  a  year  ago,  now 
present  with  his  re[)ort,  the  expectation  of  this  body  would  doubtless 
bo  met.  The  exceedingly  mcat;re  representation  of  ihe  chuiches  Irorii 
various  sections  of  the  State,  the  absence  of  correspondence  and  statis- 
tical documents,  render  it  impos:<ible  for  your  (/ommittce,  at  this  time, 
to  furnish  any  comprehensive  view  of  this  important  sulvje(;t. 

Itallbrds  us  pleasure  to  state  that  an  encouraging  number  of  church- 
es, in  several  Associations,  have  enjoyed  precious  revival  seasons.  A 
large  number  of  souls  have  been  added  to  the  f>ord.  Tho  Tuskegeo 
Association  reports  over  2r)0  baptisms ;  tho  Cixjsa  liiver,  more  tlian 
200;  Liberty,  over  .'WO;  tho  Alabama,  210  ;  IJelliel,  2G0  ;  Union,  i»r)0. 
\n  the  Coosa  Itiver  Association  there  seems  to  be  no  abatement  of  re- 
ligious zeal,  as  indicated  by  the  full  attendance  at  their  last  session,  and 
the  general  activity  of  their  pastors.  Several  churches  in  the  llelhcl  As- 
sociation, which  had  given  mournful  evidence  that  their  candlestick 
would  soon  be  removed,  have  been  favored  with  visits  of  rofieshing  of 
the  Holy  Spirit.  These  are  cheering  manifestations  of  Divine  favor, 
that  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  not  gone  forever:  that  "  His  car  is  not 
heavy  that  it  cannot  hear,  nor  His  arm  shortened  that  it  cannot  save." 

It  would  be  gratifying  could  your  Committee  extend  this  record  to 
all  our  Associations  and  churches.  But  these  occasions  of  joy  are 
marred  with  causes  of  sadness.  The  dreadful  scourge  of  desolating 
war,  during  more  than  four  years,  terminated  not  only  in  the  immenso 
waste  of  treasure  and  blood,  but  in  the  general  demoralization   of   tho 
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ppoplo  and  the  cliurches.  In  tlie  opinion  of  the  cloqiipiit  no])Crt  II;ill. 
a  twelve  months'  war  turns  back  the  current  of  a  nation's  intellectnol, 
morhl  ami  relipious  improvement  a  quarter  of  a  century.  While  the 
American  character  is  less  stereotyped  and  morn  olasti'^  than  th;'.t  of 
the  English,  and  will  the  sooner  recuperate,  }ct  it  is  painfully  evident 
that  tho  four  years'  war  has  made  a  terrible  retrograde  in  all  that  per- 
tains to  the  elevation  and  improvement  of  society  ;  and  many,  very 
many  years  of  incessant  and  sacrificing  toil  will  bo  recjuired  to  restore 
our  educalinnal  and  religious  enterprises  to  tho  position  they  occupied 
in  18(>0.  Churches  that  wore  supporting  their  pastors  comfortably,  and- 
at)propriatiiig  gont  rously  of  their  means  to  sustain  institutions  of  learn- 
ing and  mission  orgunizuions,  arc  now  deprived  of  the  ability  to  do 
cither.  Pastors  and  ti''issionaries  have  been  compelled,  in  many  in- 
stance«,  to  secularize  theipsclves  t3  obtain  subsistence  fur  their  families. 

Tho  members  of  churchis,  in  their  eagerness  to  regain  their  lost 
fortunes,  have  neglected  the  culture  of  their  own  hearts  and  the  in- 
terests of  their  church,  Tho  Providence  that  has  taken  away  their 
wealth  has  not  destroyed  their  lovo  of  gain. 

Intemperance  is  a  growing  evil,  and  is  sapping  the  very  foundations 
of  society.  The  oldest  among  us  are  carried  back  to  scenes  of  our 
childhood  and  youth,  when  it  was  customary  for  most  people  to  drink, 
both  old  and  young,  male  and  female — people  of  the  church  and  rnen  of 
the  world. 

Pursuit  of  pleasure  by  church  members,  such  as  cheeks  tho  growth  of 
piety  and  brings  religion  in  great  disrespect,  if  not  into  disrepute,  is  rap- 
idly increasing  the  denioralizntion  of  professed  christians.  Indeed,  tho 
ftiliing  away  is  fearful.  Will  it  be  more  so  before  the  approach  of  "  that 
great  and  notable  day,"  the  coming  of  our  Lord  ] 

We  have  many  ministers,  and  good  ministers,  in  tho  Stato;  there  is 
ample  work  f(jr  them  to  do,  and  more  than  they  can  do  well.  The  state 
of  religion,  tho  slate  of  the  churches,  tho  perishing  condition  of  souls, 
call  lo\idly,  imperatively,  for  their  services,  their  best  and  entire  services. 

Your  Committee  are  impressed  most  profoundly  with  tho  importance 
of  inaugurating  some  measures  by  which  these  ministers  may  be 
brought,  at  an  early  day,  into  the  field,  which  is  already  ripe  for  har- 
vest.  As  tho  most  practicable  method  suggested  to  our  mind,  we  re- 
commend the  following  resolution: 

That  we  urge  upon  the  IJoard  of  Domestic  Missions  tho  appointme'>t 
of  two  evangelists,  one  to  labor  on  tho  east,  tho  other  on  the  west  nide 
of  the  Alabama  river,  whose  prime  business  shall  bo  to  visit  the  church- 
es which  have  been  already,  or  are  liable  to  be,  deprived  of  their  pas- 
tors for  want  of  pecuniary  support,  and  see  if  the  means  cannot  bo 
raised,  in  tho  bounds  of  the  church,  in  contributions  of  supplies,  «Sic., 
for  the  support  of  tho  minister's  family. 

We  are  fully  persuaded  that,  by  the  visits  of  judicious  men,  these 
churches  could,  in  most  cases,  secure  an  amount  in  provisions,  clothitig 
and  money  which  would  be  equivalent,  'o  the  salary  they  paid  their 
pastors  beloro  the  war.

We  are  happy  to  announce  that,  by  an  arrangement  between  tho  pro- 
prietors of  the  South-Western  Baptist  and  the  Christian  Indox^  these 
two  papers  are  to  be  united  and  removed  to  Atlanta,  in  the  Stale  of 
Georgia,  and  will  be  published  under  the  supervision  of  our  truly  pious 
brother  and  successful  and  able  publisher,  J.  J.  Toon.  This  paper  is  to 
bo  edited  hy  the  ablest  editorial  corps  that  can  bo  obtained.  It  will 
contain  a  department  devoted  to  tho  interest  of  the  denomination  in 
Alabama,  which  will  continue  under  the  editorial  management  of  Doc- 
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tor  Samuel  Henderson,  the  former  able  editor  of  tho  South-Westem 
Baptist.  Tho  bare  mention  of  this  fact  is  a  sunicient  guarantee  that 
this  department  will  be  ably  conducted, 

Upon  the  whole,  your  Committee  cannot  too  earnestly  urge  upon  our 
brethren  throughout  tho  South  and  West  the  great  importnnc(5  of  ex- 
tending the  most  liberal  encouragement  and  patronage  to  this  paper, 
the  name  of  which  ihey  would  suggest  should  bo  chingod  to  indicate 
the  union  of  tho  two  papers.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES   OF  THE   JUDSON  FEMALE 

INSTITUTE. 

It  afibrds  the  Board  great  pleasure  to  report  the  continued  prosperity 
of  this  Institution. 

During  the  last  session,  more  than  200  pupils  were  in  attendance. 
The  number  of  graduates  was  seventeen  (17.)  The  session  was  closed 
in  May,  on  account  of  the  condition  of  the  country.  Circulars,  stating 
tho  reasons  which  impelled  the  Board  to  suspend  the  exercises,  were 
sent,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  all  its  patrons. 

With  the  exception  of  this  suspension  of  a  few  weeks,  the  Institu- 
tion, during  the  entire  period  of  the  war,  oHered  its  accustomed  facility 
for  acquiring  an  education. 

The  exercises  of  the  present  session  were  opened  under  the  auspices 
of  Rev.  A.  J.  Battle,  as  Principal.  Prof.  B.  is  so  well  and  favorably 
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known  in  tho  Stato,  nn  an  instructor  of  youth,  that  tho  mere  mention  oi 
the  fact  that  tho  interests  of  tho  Judson  nro  ftssipjned  to  his  caro,  in  suni- 
ciont  to  satisfy  its  friends  that  a  career  of  continued  success  is  Ijcforo  it. 
Thoy  are  hif^hly  gratified  in  obtaining  tho  services  of  such  an  able 
and  cflicicnt  teachor,  and  feel  confident  that  ko  long  as  his  services  as 
Principal  of  the  .F>idson  can  bo  secured,  tho  friends  and  patrons  of  the 
school  will  award  to  him  a  just  appreciation  of  his  merits,  which  ho 
richly  deserves.  The  Board  feel  confident  that  I'rof.  Battle  will  aid 
thorn  to  tho  extent  of  his  ability,  in  maintaining  tho  high  character  for 
thorough  and  valuable  instruction,  which  the  Institution  has  already 
attained. 

No  pains  or  expense  has  been  spared  to  secure  tho  very  best  talent. 
Special  attention  has  been  given  to  tho  peculiar  fitness  and  qualification 
of  each  teacher  to  preside  over  tho  department  entrii«!ted  to  hi?  or  her 
care. 

Prof.  Toboy  is  still  connected  with  tho  Institute,  and  it  aflbrds  the 
Board  much  pleasure  to  say  that,  during  hia  long  connection  with  the  .Tud- 
Hon,  he  has  given  universal  satisfaction.  lie  fills  tho  chair  of  Belles 
liOttres  and  Ancient  Languages. 

Col.  S.  Lockett,  a  graduate  of  Howard  College  and  of  West  Point, 
has  been  appointed  Instructor  of  Painting  and  Drawing,  and  Professor 
of  Natural  Sciences.  Tho  skill  and  cfliciency  already  manifested  by 
him  in  tho  class  room,  warrant  tho  Trustees  in  asserting  that  tho  pupils 
placed  under  his  charge  will  be  faithfully  and  thoroughly  instructed. 
The  Boari  feel  that  in  securing  tho  services  of  one  so  well  qualified  to 
fill  tho  pC'sitioR  which  ho  occupies,  tho  Institution  has  been  peculiarly 
fortunate. 

A  distinguished  Professor  of  Music  has  been  selected  to  preside  over 
this  depa -tment,  whoso  ellorts,  aided  by  skillful  and  accomplished  lady 
instructois,  will  doubtless  give  entire  satisfaction  to  all  interested. 

Tho  prosent  session  has  boon  noted  for  an  unusually  large  proportion 
of  collegii;te  students.  With  tho  general  average  of  preparatory  and 
primary  pupils,  the  number  of  students  would  equal  that  of  the  year  of 
its  greatest  prosperity. 

The  names  of  175  pupils  have  been  registered,  and  iL  is  known  that 
many  more  will  shortly  be  in  attendance. 

The  Board  join  with  the  friends  of  the  Institution  in  returning  thanks 
to  Almighty  God  for  his  kind  watch-care   and   protection  during  the 
perils  which  have  environed  it,  and  hope,  with  the  returning  prosperity 
■  of  the  country,  a  proportionate  success  may  be  accorded  to  it.

HOWARD  COLLEGE. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Howard  College  present  this  their  Annual 

Keport  to  the  Convention  with  much   embarrassment,   arising  from  no 

want  of  fidelity  on  their  part  to  the  important  interests  confided  to 
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thorn,  but  from  tho  losses  incident  to  the  changed  condition  of  the 
country,  which  tho  College  has  sustained,  the  uncertainty  as  to. its  preb- 
ent  available  means,  and  their  conscious  inability  to  suggest  plans  for 
future  operations,  that  shall  combine  clliciency  with  practicability,  and 
at  the  same  time  be  free  from  the  danger  of  involving  it  in  still  greater 
embarrassments.  The  sudden  termination  of  the  war,  with  its  disas- 
trous effects  upon  the  interests  of  tho  country,  generally,  frustrated  the 
design  recommended  by  the  Board,  and  approved  by  the  Convention  nt 
your  last  meeting,  to  open  a  school  for  the  gratuitous  education  of 
young  men  who  had  been  disabled  ia  tho  service  of  tho  country.  It 
was  hailed  with  gratitude  by  tho  cla^s  fur  whose  benefit  it  was  inaugu- 
rated, and  was  in  successful  operation  when  the  surrender  of  the  South- 
ern armies  threw  tho  buildings,  which  were  u?ed  in  part  as  a  military 
hospital,  into  tho  hands  of  the  forces  of  the  United  States.  Against  tho 
earnest  and  repeated  protest  of  tho  Trustees,  one  of  tho  dormitories 
was  appropriated  to  tho  uso  of  the  freed  negroes.  As  was  forcsceu, 
this  resulted  in  serious  damage  to  tho  building,  and  has  added  to  our 
loss  the  cost  of  repairs.  The  property  was  subseiiucntly  restored  t«j 
us  by  tho  U.  S.  Commandant  of  this  military  post,  but  soon  afterwards 
seized  by  tho  U.  S.  District  Marshal,  and  is  now  under  libel  for  confis- 
cation. Measures  ate  in  progress  to  relievo  it,  which  we  have  little 
doubt  will  be  successful,  though  it  may  subject  tho  Institution  to  addi- 
tional expense.* 

^  OUR   L08BKS 

Wo  cannot  definitely  determine.  In  1800,  tho  Annual  Ueport  of 
tho  Trustees  to  tho  Convention  showed  a  reliable  endowment,  i.itcrary 
and  Theological  combined,  of  6200,4W'.>  80,  which,  with  tho  lot,  build- 
ings, apparatus  and  library  fund —

And  we  have  a  grand  total  of $279,250  20 

Since  that  time  many  of  the  donors  have  paid  their  notes,  tho 
amounts  of  which  tho  Treasurer  holds  in  Confederate  securities.  It  ia 
but  reasonable  to  presume  that  many  whose  notes  in  13G0  were  regaid- 
ed  as  safe  investments,  will  not  bo  able,  for  years  to  como,  to  pay  tlieir 
indebtedness,  or  the  interest  on  it — many  olhcrA,  perhaps  never.  Tho 
extent  of  our  losses  in  this  respect  will  como  slowly  to  light,  it  may 
not  bo  80  great  as  we  forebode.  Time,  energy  and  the  recuperative 
powers  of  a  country  rich  in  its  natural  productions,  may  show  a  won- 
derful change  for  the  better,  and  in  a  wonderfully  short  period.  Still, 
it  \st  well  to  loo'c  at  things  in  the  light  that  we  now  have,  and  in  tho 
respect  in  which  they  are  now  presented. 

THE   PRESENT   BITUATIOK. 

As  soon  as  a  reasonable  hope  of  re-opening  the  College  could  be  en- 
tertained, as  large  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  as  could  be  secured  was 
held  for  consultation,  and  after  a  free  interchange  of  views,  it  wa-*  unan- 

•  Slnco  relea«c<l, 
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Imously  resolved  to  open  tho  Institution  at  tho  usiml  time,  lat  October 
—not  rely inp,  however,  upon  tlio  endowment,  but  an  far  as  possil.Ie  to 
maice  it  sejfsupporlin- ;  nnd  believing  thf.t  itH  friends  would  sustain  all 
prudent  measures  to  foster  this  important  interest,  to  depen.l  upon  vol- 
untary contributions  to  meetnny  dencioncies  from  the  income  derived 
from  the  tuition,  to  defray  current  expcnscH.  To  carry  out  the  first 
Idea,  holders  of  scholarships  were  requested  to  waive  their  privilerro  at 
least  for  iho  present.  The  entire  amount  of  salaries  for  which  we  are 
now  pledRod,  is  ^4,200  00.  To  meet  this  will  require  r,0  payin^.  stu- 
dents.    1  here   are  now  present  ,   and   without  a  considerable  in- 

crease,  there  will  be  a  deficit  to  be  met. 

THE    FACULTY 

consists  of  Prof   A.  H.  Goodhue,  whoso   long   connection    with    the'

this  Jtcport  as  oco.ipying  that  position.  In  180-,  when  onterin^r  the 
military  service  of  the  country,  ho  olfcred  his  resignation,  whid.  tho 
boara  declined  to  receive;  and  with  their  determination  to  re-open  tho 
College,  requested  him  to  resume  tho  position  he  has  filled  so  lomr  to 
the  satisfaction  of  his  brethren.  This  he  has  declined  to  do.  Wo  can- 
not  make  this  announcement  to  the  Convention  without  an  expression 
of  our  appreciation  of  his  unwaverin.^;  devotion  to  the  interests  of  tho 
(allege,  and  the  self-sacrificing  spirit  with  which  he  has  labored  to  pro- 
mote Its  welfare.  Under  his  administration,  and  in  no  small  decree  bv 
his  personal  el  orts  and  influence,  from  feeble  beginnings  it  has  crowii 
to  a  respectably  endowed  Institution,  and  taken  rank  with  the  first  in 
the  country.  In  his  retirement  from  its  cares,  and  return  to  the  more 
congenial  duties  of  the  ministry,  he  carries  with  him  tho  regard  which 
years  of  intimate  association  have  served  but  to  increase.

•a  the  thing,  that  remain."    Intereat,  patriotism,  religion,  demand^ it. 
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But  is  it  possible,  in  tho  present  impoverished  condition  of  the  country, 
to  do  so  much  as  begin  the  worli  of  resuscitation  ?  We  nro  awaro  of  • 
tho  force  of  tiie  objection  that  meets  ns  here,  nor  are  wo  oblivious  of 
the  fact  that  the  country  is  at  the  beginning  of  an  experiment,  whuse 
results  tho  wisest  cannot  foresee.  lUit  while  we  admit  the  dilliculties 
that  are  before  us,  let  us  not  be  insensible  to  tho  pressure  of  a  great 
necessity  that  is  upon  us,  and  urging  us  forward.  Education  is  of  more 
value  to  us  than  ever.  With  many,  heretofore,  it  was  an  accomplish- 
ment;  it  is  now  a  necessity.  Oar  sons  and  daughters  must  be  educa- 
ted. Let  this  thought  be  a^  sternly  impressed  upon  our  hearts  as  that 
wo  must  provide  food  and  raiment  for  them.  Make  one  as  imperative 
as  the  other,  and  it  will  bo  practicable.  How  can  we  impress  this  les- 
son upon  the  public  heart  better  than  by  making  it  prominent  beforo 
tho  public  eye? — that  next  to  tho  preservation  of  a  pure  gospel  v,-c 
hold  tho  education  of  our  children,  and  that  to  this  end  we  will  main- 
tain and  improve  our  educational  facilities;  that  our  schools  and  col- 
leges must  not,  fiod  being  our  helper,  shall  not  die.  Wo  do  nut  pro- 
pose, just  now,  to  attempt  to  reendo'w  tho  College,  but  ra'.hcr  to  pre- 
pare ourselves  for  it  at  iho  earliest  practicable  moment.  If  tho  frit-nds 
of  Howard  College  would,  by  voluntary  contribution,  for  tlio  next  two 
years,  put  it  in  the  power  of  tho  Hoard  to  sustain  a  President  at  a  sala- 
ry of  4*-: ,  who  should  give  as  much  of  his  time  as  could  be  sj)ared 

from  other  duties,  to  securing  that  part  of  tho  endowment  fund  which 
has  not  been  absolutely  lost,  reviving  the  hopes  of  tho  people  and  taking 
advantage  of  opportunities  as  they  arise,  to  renewed  cllbrt,  we  believf 
that  a  brighter  day  would  dawn  upon  the  Institution  ;  and  with  there- 
turn  of  prosperity  to  the  country  would  come  back  the  former  days, 
with  increased  honor  and  usefulness.  In  an  emergency  as  great  as  this, 
tho  prophet  cried:  "Stand  still,  and  see  tho  salvation  of  the  Lord." — 
No  one  who  believes  in  a  superintending  Providence,  can  doubt,  whul- 
ever  may  be  his  opinion  of  the  means  which  have  brought  it  about, 
that  the  hand  of  God  is  in  this  revolution  in  our  social  atid  industrial 
system  ;  and  if  it  be  in  harmony  with  his  purposes,  and  promotive  of 
them,  can  we  even  doubt  that  He  will  aa  strangely  evolve  good  from  tho 
jircsent  evil,  as  that  He  has  brought  it  upon  us?  Is  it  not  easier  in  tho 
day  of  our  calamity  to  call  an  curnost  fiiith  to  tho  rescue,  and  lay  our 
plans  for  tho  future  in  rcli/mco  upon  Hinj,  than  to  ai>andon  our  enter- 
prises, as  if  tho  conviction  was  (ixcd  in  our  ininda  that  God  cither  will 
tiot  or  cannot  deliver  U8  from  cur  dangers  1  Shall  wo  yield  to  supine- 
ness  and  despair  under  misfortune,  or  show  a  noble,  christian  manhood, 
"  to  sutler  and  be  strong,"  by  rising  superior  to  the  deprcssfng  tendency 
of  the  times? 

The  Board  is  wedded  to  no  plan,  but  believe  it  essential  to  tho  inter- 
est, if  not  the  existence,  of  the  College  that  this,  or  somothing  else, 
should  bo  done.  To  this  we  invito  the  serious  consideration  of  the  Con- 
vention, and  earnestly  ask  your  counsel.
